No 842 London, 25th October 1877 

To hxcellenry the Right Hon’ble the Governor-Oenerat of India m Council 

My Lord,—I have lousidered in Council vour Financial letter, dated the 13th August 
1877, No 211, recommending that Uneoveuaiittd Officeis may bt allowed to retire 
on a superannuation pension at the age of 55 years without producing medical 
evidence of ineliiciency 

2 You point out that, under existing rubs, an Uncovenauted Officer who has attninid 
the age of 5o years is only eligible for privilege It ave, and for anv special leave to 
which he may be entitled, and yon consider it inequitable that an officer should be 
deprived of the privilege of furlough because he has attained to a certain age, and 
yet not allowed to letiro without a ccrtihcate of lucftiticncp, which he may not be. 
able to procure 

3 Your proposition is approved, on the understanding that a superaniiuatiou pension 
will only bo granted to an officer wlio would be entitled to a pension of like 
amount if he had retired on medical certificate 

In accordance with the orders contained iii tins despatch, IIis Lxccllcnev in Council

3 The existing Act limits the privileges of coasting vessels to V"ssflp wbiib do not 
toiub at nnv intermediate foreign port But tins has been found diftieult of application, 
espicnllv on the Western Coast, where foreign ports are numerous, and the limitation >s ille¬ 
gal V waived in the case of coasting steamers But the Bombay Committee point ont that all 
erift ought to be treated alike, and we think that, where there is danger of smuggling 
snei i il icstnetions may he imposed on particular classes of goods under the powers of chapter 
XIII The definition [section 3, clause ( 9 ) ] has therefore been expandid 


4 We have also enlarged the definition of" Master” [section 3, ilause (A)] so as to 
me hide a ship's agent appointed in writing by the master to be responsible on his behalf, wh« n 
such appomtment w approved by the Customs-eollectoi 


5 In conscqnenep of representations received from the Chief Commissioner of British 
Billina of the expediency of legalising coasting trade with petty ports which it would not 
]i i\ to cmstitato Cusioms-ports, a provision has been inserted m section 11 , w th the r oncur- 
n IK e of the Dopartm “iit ot Revenue, Agnr ultnre, and Commerce, enabling the Local Goveru- 
m< nt to rccogmae such ports fo. the purposes of the coasting trade only 
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6 In accordance with a recCnlmcndatl<)h of the Bouhay Committee, a dame framed on 
the model of the English Cnstems Act of 1876, aection 163, hss been added to section 17 of 
the Bill, prohibiting the importation or exportation of articles of foreign manufacture bearing 
names, marks, or brands being, or purporting to be, those of manufacturers resident in the 
United Kingdom or British India 

7 By a little condensation the whole of chapter X of the Bill as introduced has beei^ ^ 

dispensed with The privilege of transhipment has been extended to sailing vessds <• 

8 By section 38 an owner not having sufficient information regarding any goods has 
been allowed, as suggested by the Bengal Board of Revenue, to deposit them temporarily in a 
warehouse 

The term " real value” has also been defined, as the want of a defimtion has been much 
felt The obligation to declare real value has likewise, for statistical purposes, been extetded 
to all goods, whether dutiable or not 

9 The third clause of section 39 by which it is provided that undervalued goods retained 
for the use of Government shall be sold by public auction, has given rise to some differenoe 
of opinion, some authorities advocating the substitution of a general power to dispose of the 
goods for the benefit of Government, in accordance with the English Customs Act of 1853 
We have reserved this question for further consideration after enquiry as to tho alleged rarity 
of cases in which difficulty or loss to Government is occasioned by tho present provMion 

10 Sections 45 and 46 (33 and 34 of the Bill as introduced) have also elicited wide 
differences of opinion between different mercantile and Custom-house authorities Tie former 
section IS identical in principle with the existing English law section 20 of the Customs 
Consolidation Act, 1876, runs as follows — 

“In the event of any increase, decrease, or repeal of duties of customs chargeable upon 
any goods or commodities after the making of any contract or agreement for the sole or 
delivery of such goods duty paid, it shall be lawful lor the seller, in case such increase shall 
accrue before tlie clearance and delivery from the warehouse of such goods at such increased 
duty, and after payment thereof, to add so much money to the eontract-pnee as will be 
equivalent to such increase of duty, and he shall be entitled to be -paid and to sue for and 
recover the same, and it shall be lawful for the purchaser under any such contract or agree¬ 
ment, in case such decrease or repeal shall take effect before the clearance and delivery from 
the warcliouse at such decreased duty, oi free of duty, as the case may be, to deduct so much 
money from the contract-pnee as a ill be eqinvoleut to such decrease of duty or repealed duty^ 
and he shall not be liable to pav or be sued for or in respect of such deduction " 

Tlie latter section is in harmony with Mr Wilson’s financial statement of February 18th, 
1860, and tho consequent section 2 of Act X of 1860, as also with the notification of the 
Gover^ent of India, No 3180, dated 3rd September 1876 Both sections originated in the 
memorials and representations which the Government of India is in the habit of reemving 
whenever a change of tariff takes place We have added another illustration to section 45, to 
express its scope more fully, but we have left the general question of the retention of both 
sections open for discussion in Calcutta 

11 We have omitted from section 50 (121 of the Bill as introduced) the last clause, 
which followed the existing law, as it has been pistly pointed out by Mr Lane, the Collecto 
of Customs at Calcutta, that it is unreasonable to refuse drawback on ships’ stores, and both 
inconsistent with the permission to export from bond (set tion 30) and at variance with the 
English Aet 

12 In deference to the unanimous opinion expressed lu the reports, the rate of drawback 
has been re-entered in section 60 at the existing rate of seven-eighths, instead of three-fourths, 
to which it was raised in the Bill as introduced 

18. In accordance with representations received from tho Bombay Committee and other 
quarters, we have, with the concurrence of the Department of Revenue, Agnculture, and Com¬ 
merce, extended to tlie Indian Marine and Marine Survey (section 66) tlie privileges with 
regard to witie, provisions, and storea which have hitherto been confined to offloers and ships 
of Her Majesty’s Navy The privilege has likewise been extended in nil cases to spirits 
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14 In order ^0 meet the case of the foreign ports of Native States on the Western 
Coast, which are not sai rounded by customs preventive lines, the existing practice of refusing 
drawback on expoits to siuh ports has been legalised (section 57) in the form of empowering 
the Governor-Oencral in Council to prohibit drawback in the case of any particular port 
This 18 in accoi dance with the Bombay Committee’s suggestion 

15 In accordance with the existing practice at Bombav, which originated in section 85 
of Act I of 18‘<3, the Ciiatoms-collcctoi has been empowered ^section 68) to reject, if he 
secs fit, any claim for drawback amounting to less than tin rupees The Bombay Muniiipal 
Act provides Similarly rcg.iiding pettv refunds of town-duty 

16 ixction 11< of the Bill ns intruducid was inserted in consequence of a long 
correspondence which arose ui Bombay with the Chamber of Commerce out of the practice 
prevailing there of uiastcis < iitcring in the manifest the names oi the ships' agents as con¬ 
signees of the caigo, mil the true consignees comp laming of delay in rccemng their goods 
and of the depai tore of tin ssel in the intciim The Bombay Committee, however, now find 
that thojiectioii will not meet tlie cisi , and, though it is not objected to by Bengal and Madras 
(chiefly, it would Stcm, owing to dilTi fence of fncumstaii(es), we think it better to omit it, 
and to obiutc the dilhcultv partly by an addition to section 71, permitting port-clearance to 
be refused except on seem ity for tlic rliaraucc of the import-maiiifrst, and partly by new 
provisions in chapter IX, whnh will be explained hereafter

law requiies him to do will find his study of the existing A<t perpetually intirnipted by the 
long oflfenee and penalty cUusis, the tiiiois of which it cannot be indispensable to place m 
close juxtaposition with every injunction or obligation 

Werhave now m ist the chapter (XIA'^) in tabular form, shewing in three columns the 
oflfenee, the section to wliuli it has referttue, md the penalty, and trust that this will meet the 
views of allpai tics To tin adjudicating ofhi tr it will, we bilieve, not be inconvciiicnt, to the 
public it will be a riluf not to have every settion bnideiird with lumcoessaij matter, while 
Custom-house ofhdals mav, if tluy wisli, hav e the (haptcr priiiti d separately to hand to every 
master on aiiival, or to frame and post up in conspicuous places at the Custom-house and 
wharves 

29 \Vc have madi numerous changes in the phiaseoh’gy of tlie Bill throughout, to 

seeurc both clearness and brevity Coiibidcrablc alterations have also been made in the 
arrangement of chapters and sections, with the view both of condensation and of bringing 
analogous provisions together and securing a practical sequence The chapters n»w stand as

8. The present Bill is in the mam a consohdation of the existing law, and a re-enaetment of 
it in a Birapldr fctfdt With such improrvements in points of detail as w eKpemnM'Of tiie working 
cd the ^:ms Act (d 186||) hiM shown to be desirablp On two points, does it ptqinse to 
introduce changes of any importance 

4 The first of these peiuts is dealt with in section 7, which, taken witk the second sohed* 
ule, imposes duties' on toe importation by sea of arms and'iiarts of arms, Sto Those duties, it 
will be observed, are fixed without reference to the valiie of toe-artidlOB on *ltoieh thi^ are 
imposed, and tfat^ are so fixed and oie pitched, at what may seeA at first sight to be high rates, 
expressly with a view to oheijc the importation of a cheap ciaes of arms, the ^mportatipn of 
which has of late years largely increa^ , 

6. Such anns cannot, from their mfenor make, be intended for sportaag pnrposes, and toere 
IS reason to siiipeet toat a considerable proportion of them finds its wf^r into the hands of toe 
cnmiual classes in the interior of the country or of the hostile tnbes on our frontiers It has 
boon found Vety difficult to prevent the tiansit of snob aims from toe seaports into the 
interior of the country and towards the frontiers when once they are imported, and it is 
believed that the simplest insihod of checking their importation, and t^e method least 
to interfere with the legitimate trade m arnto of a. superior class, is to impose 
an uniform duty of toe nature propi^ 

6 The other pomt on which the BiH goes to introduce a material change m the existing 
law IS that of the possession of anns At present toe mere possession of armp is prohibited 
only in certam provmcos,'Which, to use the language of Act XXXI of 1860, have been 
“disarmed" Throughout die rest of too oountiy, though no person san go armed'or carry 
arms except under a special exemption or by viitue of a license, the mere possession of anus 
otoer than cansmu is not leetnotad 

7 Now there is good reason to believe that this complete absence of lestnUum m the dis* 
tnots which have not disarmed has led to toe law prohibiting the transport of arms and 
toe export of arms across the froniiers being extensively evaded As long as all perstns tndis* 
crimiuately may have arms m their possession to any amount they please in the districts 
which have not been disarmed, it is practically impossible to prevent such arms bemg passed on 
to the disarmed distncts, to the predatory classes m Native States, and to the hostile tnbes 
on our frontiers 

The only remedy seems to 1» to place the possession of arms throughout the whole of 
Bntish India under control, and this it is proposed to do by section 11 of the Bill, which 
requires all such possession to be under a license. * 

8 It will, however, be observed that ample safeguards are provided to prevent this 
prohibition pressing unfaiily against lespectahle persons desinng to possess arms for legitimate 
purpoecs Section 11 allows a period of three months after the Bill becomes law withm whioh 
the possession of arms in the distncts not hitherto disarmed will not be illegal, and during 
which any person lu such distncts can apply foi a license, section 25 enacts that m these 
dwtnets no person shall he prosecuted for possessing arms without the previous sonotion of toe 
Magistrate of the Distnct, section 20 imposes special and very stnngeut oonditioiis on 
searahes for arms, and lastly, under section 23, the Government may exempt any class of 
persons from the operation of the prohibition altogether 

a On the whole it may be safely affirmed that, with a system of licenses granted either 
without charge or on the payment of small fees, and in cases where it is safe so to grant them 
for reasonabfy long pen^, the Bill will not, as regards the possession of arms, matenally 
affect toe position of any persons to whom the nght to possess arms can, with a due regard to 
the public peace and safety, be conceded 

10 It need only bo added that section 3 of the Bill mamtoius m force all exemptions 
granted under the present law n.

The probability of the correetseas of a settlemeat ofiScer’s 
fiaatioo of rant, considering the advantages he has in his iBqmry, is such that it is thought 
advisable to enact that the rates ascertained by him and approved by the superior Revenue 
authonties shall be presumed to be eorreet until the ryot shovs the contrary to the satisfac. 
tion of a cmt court It is hoped that if the settlement rates are held primd facte correct 
much useless litigation vill be saved, and that propnetors and intending'farmers will not be 
deterred, as is sometimes the case at present, from readily accepting settlement through fear 
of inability to realise the rente assessed nntil long after they themselves have incurred 
liability to pay the Government revenue 

And as the jryot, if he does mean to contest the settlement, ought to contest it within a 
ressoni^le time, the Bill imposes on him a limitation of three months within which he mav 
do so.

in connection with the m w bill to amend the Stamp Lawv Until a decision has been come 
to by the Government in the inattir, the Courts must continue to bo guided by the existing 
rules quoted above, and charge but a single fee in each case for the issue of summonses to 
witnesses iii the same maiim r as you have directed them to do in the case of defendants

“ Provided that where in the course of any 
settlement proceedings conducted under Regula¬ 
tion VII of 1822, ami confirmed bv the nicniic 
authorities from time to time empowered in this 
behalf by the local Government, the rent of anv 
under-tenant or ryot has been in any wav

CIRCULAR ORDERS ISSUED BY AUTHORITY OF THE HIGH 
COURT OF JUDICATURE AT FORT WILLIAM IN BENGAL 


CIVIL AND CfllMINAL 
No 23, dated the 22nd December 1877 

Tbe Court directs that the annexed forms of daily registers of Court fees realized, 
which hare been presenbed for adoption by the Qoverument of India, may at once be 
introduced in all Civil and Criminal Courts subordinate to the High Court, and regularly 
maintained in future 

2 The entries in these registers are not to be made in detail, but only so as to show, 
in the case of the Civil Courts, the aggregate value of the stamps filed in the Court during 
each day under each of the four classes indicated, and in the case of the Criminal and 
Revenue Courts, the total daily receipts from Process fees and other fees The entries 
should be initialled daily by the presiding officer 

3 The register prescribed by Circular Order (Civil) No 30, dated 16th September 
1867, if still in use in any Court, and the Memo Book of Process Fees, prescribed by 
Circular Order (Civil) No 37, dated 22nd December 1870, may now be discontinued

Wirn roferenoa^to the Besoluiion of the G-overnment of India, Financial Deportment, 
No 3556, dated 19th October 1877, published in Port lA of Calcutta Gatttte ot 
November 1877, page 204, the following should bo added as questions 14A and 14B to the 
revised sot of questions prescribed by the Board's Ciroular Order No 4 of December 1875 
for the inspeofaon of treasuries — 

“ 14A —Is silver freely given m exchange for legal tender copper com in parcels of the nominal value 
of not less than two BnpeesP 

"llB—Is care taken not to receive any copper eoin that is not a legal tender under the Indian 
Coinage Act, XXTIl of 1870f 

2 The following should also be added as clause 1 (/) at page 32 of the present edition of 
the Board’s Eulos and as clause 12 (o), page 27, of the now edition of the Board’s Buies 
which will shortly bo issued — 

“ Silver should bo freely given in exchange for legal tender copper coin in parcels of the nominal value 
of not less than two Biipecs at all Government treasuries and sub treasuries Care must ho taken not to 
receive at any treasury, sub treasury, oi currency office, any copper eoiti that is not a legal tender under 
the Indian Coinage Act, 1870

A QUESTION having arisen as to the manner in wluoh the value of houses appertaining 
to estates under the management of the court of wards or of the revenue authonties should 
be caloulated and shown in return No XXXI, it has been determined that the estimated total 
value of suoli liousos should in all oases be shown in Table V, the total value being caloulated 
at 12 times the 'aftuol or (in the case of houses not let on hire) probable annual letting 
value

A SERIES of frauds having recently been committed in a certain sub-divisional treasury, 
the Board think it necessary to warn district and sub-divisional officers generally against 
the laxity in certain points which rendered it possible for these frauds to bo committed and 
to pass for some time undetected The ciroumstanoes will be undtrsiood from the following 
extracts from a letter from the Government on the subject — 

” ViuheziUment of a judicial depoett 

The Moonsif remitted, on the JOth August 1876, a sum of Es 41 2 to the sub divisional treasury, 
Bciidiug bis pass book with it The head ikrk initialJod the pass book, returned it to the Moonsif, and 
himself kept Uio money The proper procedure was that the pass book should have been initialled bv 
the sub diMsional officer himself, after clicrkmg the entry of the deposit in the aicountaut s book The 
sub divisional offiirr, however, instead of eomparmg and intialling iseh item m the pass book, appears to 
have boon in the habit of signing the paget only, and the advice list (which is sent daily to the Moonsif, 
shewing all iransuctions elloited in connection with his court) was altered by the head ilerk apparently 
after the sub dit istonal officer signed it The Moonsif on his side was content to accept the head clerk a 
initials in the pass book, and took no notice of the alterations in the advice hat Both the sub divisional 
officer and (ho Moonsif oro open to censure for neglect of rule ”

“Tills money lemitlid to the sub divmoanl treasury bythepilun nasni-rcr troditedby the head 
elerk Inquiry proves that the head tlerk was in the habit of ki < pin' back sm h moneys in his own hands 
neKlietmi; to credit tliim sometimes till long after receipt while sometimes ho nevii paid them in at all 
The money misappropriated has been recovered but the Accountant General points out that this fraud was 
rendered possible only by the neglect of two positive ruh s—the first requiring that in each sub diviMOnai 
ofilcc the trcasuier and the accountant shall be two d stinct pora ms, and the other that the sub divisional 
ollieer shall compare cliulans and i isli registers item by item, initialling each item scparatily and receipting 
the ehalans In ———the head clerk was alliwed to bo bitli troisuurand accountant—an arrange 
inent which the Colli clot should iirlainly have f lund out and Jisd lowed any time ho inspected the sub 
divisional office, while the sub divisional officer failed i ither to chi ck the items or si go the receipts The 
police accepted the hoad|llcrk s initials on the chslaus, while the socind clerk , who had special charge of 
pound collections, and should have seen that they were duly c i edited never brought the omission to notice 
The Collector recommends that the soiond clcik should bo suspended for a month only, but the Lieute 
iiant Governor feels that an crumple should be made of him But for the Collector s r ccommendation he 
would have directed his dismissal is it is ho must certainly bo suspended fir a year It is most important 
that subordinate officials in sncti offices should bi made to undi rstaud that Governmuat will insist on Ihcir 
performing their duties iiitelligi ntlj and activolv It they are responsible for money and accounts’ 
they must nut be conlcul with taking things for grunted, but must personally satisfy tliemsolvcs that 
rules are projicrlT obst rved, and that romittanci s are brought to credit in due course These pound 
frauds r< fh ct seriously on the managi mi at of the offii ers lu charge of the sub division between April and 
December 1870 

‘Besides Ihi fiauds d<stiibed abere there has been a senes of embiralements oirtending from 6lh 
October 187d to d7tli August 1875 It is gathi red tint ns in the cases already noted the head clerk 
used to retan moneys paid info the treasury and flint he kept up one set of nicoiints for the sub 
chrision, and a ehfierent sit for triinsnussioii to tho dihtricl treasury The extracts sent dully to head 
quarters were tnmpi red nit' and alteicd after tho sub divisional offieer had signed them, and frte|ueu(ly 
wer^ sent without being signed by him at all, being nevertheless aceepted by the distnet tnusury 
The sub divisional officer, moreover, never took any notice of the eonstant alterations apparent in the 
extracts of aocomits sent in by the head clerk 

“These omber/h ments liaic only beiu reiidired possible by eonlmned negloit of rules on the 
part of suceosBivo sub divisional oHuers by the eUrelossness of successive treasury ofheers m the dis 
charge of their duly in respect of the scrutiny of sub divisional aeiounts, and by tin gunei;gl failure 
of the sudder neeeuntant todeteit irregularilii s in the sub divisional statements, and by the i vidi nt 
failure of the Colhetor himself to inspiel thoroughly his suddir and sub divisional treasuries, and te> 
satisfy himself tliat the rules and system Were properly understood and observed by all concerned 

“ It IS mamfest, from the tacts of tho present ease that iivil courts and ofheers of the police arc 
frequently earelesa in accepting irregular rcr eipts in then pass books and ehalans for moneys paid by 
them into sub (hvisional and other tieasurios Tho Luiitenaut Governor eonsidera it nieissary that

exoiseable articles

Section 3 has been added to supply an accidental omission in the Indian Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1875, recently brought to notice by the Board of Trade, and owing to which a 
question has been raised as to whether, in certain cases, the certificate of a master, mate, or 
engineer could be cancelled or suspended on proof of a wrongful act or default by him causing 
the loss or abandonment of, or serious damage to, a ship, or loss of life 

Section 4 has been added with a view to supplying a power (the want of which has 
recently been felt) to direct enquiry into < asualtics to foreign vessels occurring on the coasts of 
British India, and section 5 has been added at the biiggestioii of certain members of the 
mercantile community in Bombay, to compel persons recovering bales of goods, ships’ stores, 
and other property, which may have fallen overboard or otherwise got adnit in a port, to 
deliver up such propertv to the Conservator, and to regulate the right to salvage, about which it 
IS said disputes sometimes occur

Wb. the undersigned Members of the Council of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to whom 
the Bill for the Licensing of Trades, Dealings, and Industries within the territories subject to the said 
Lieutenant-Governor was referred, have the honor to make the following report

We hate considered the provisions 
of this Bill, and the communications 
regal ding it, noted on the margiu 


We have made the preamble to coriespond nith the prearatilc of the License Bill for the 
North-Westirn Provinces, now pending before the Oountil of the Govcrnor-Gcneral for making Laws 
and Regulations 

We have, for the sake of ckarness, divided the Bill into Parts, wheteof Part I contains the 
preliminary provisions and luteipiet-ition tlausc. Part II routains the goneial provisions applicable 
to all districts, including Calcutta, Part III sets forth the proiisioiis and procedure applicable in 
the districts of the interior. Part IV proiidcs a special proceduu foi Calcutta, and Part V contains 
certain miscellaneous matters of general application 

We have provided that whcie a person carries on business in more than one distnot, he shall 
take out a lieonsc in each district with reference to his eatmngs m sneh district, and we have made 
it clear that C almtta is, for the purposes of tho Act, to be deemrd to be a separate c’lstrict 


Vte ha\e made the minimum taxable income Rs 100 per annum 


In Part III we have le-arrangod sections 10 to 20 of the original Bill so ns to make it more 
clear what jiowi rs the Collector may exercise in framing and amending the list of licensees, and what 
his powers aic to be in dealing with petitions of objection 

We haco piovided for the recovery of fees from persons chargeable under the Act, who are 
employed in mamifaetories or under eorpoiations, through and by means of their c mployers 

We have provided for an appeal from aoy Older passed on a petition of objection by any officer 
subordinate to the Collector of the district 


We have rcmoicd the penalty clauses of sections IJ and 11 of the original Bill, because by 
section 37 ol the Bill as now amended a legal obligation is imposed upon all persons to furnish 
infoimation to a tollcetor when required lu matters cmnuectccl with this Act, and the needful 
penalties foi non-eoinpliauce and lor false statements air proiided by Chapter X of the Indian 
Penal Code 

We hue made the provisions of sections 113-115 and 119 of Bengal Act V of 1876 applioahle 
to warrants of distress and sale under this \rt, and have spreifivally exempted tools and implements 
of trade and aguculture from attachment and vile 

We lia\e provided that no sums due under the Act shall be recovcinblc be anv process of law 
after the expiry of three months tioiu the last d iv of the ye arm respect of which tliev are pat able

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We have provided a special procedure suted the eweuantances of the town and its municipal 
organization both for the prepiration of the lists of licensees and the disposal of petitions of 
objection 

We propose that in Calcutta the fo(s shall be recovered m the same manner as municipal 
rates under Bengal Act IV of 1876 and not otherwise 

In Part V, in the section regarding the disposal of fees and penalties, we have followed, as for 
as possible, the correspouUiiig section in the Bill for the North-Western Provinces 

The Schedules we have vrrf considerably modified In Sehednle A we have in class I provided 
for a higher grade of license fee of Us 500, to supplement the rate of Ha 200 onginally proposed as 
the maximum We have raised the rates of fee under classes III, lY, and V to Its 50, 20, and 6 
respectively We have strmk out class Vll and redrafted the definitions of classes V and Vf, pro¬ 
viding under the last named class for two grades of fee, Rs 2 and Rc 1 

In Sohcdule B we have provided for graduated fees under class 1 and class VI, to correspond 
with those under classes I and VI of Schedule A Wc have added to classes 1,11, III, IV, and V 
the names of certain trades that arc not specially mentioned in the muuicipal schedule, but which 
appeared to us able to pay higher rates than those of class VI 

We have struck out the note to Schedule B as being matter more appropriate for the rules to be 
framed under the Act 

We have made various other \erbal and formal emendations m the Bill and Schedulei 

We reoommend that the Bill os amended he passed

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BTATEUENT OF OBJECTS AND BEASONS 

Tbi law of exoue m Bengal is pnnoipallj contained in two Acts of the Gorernor-Gene 
ral in t'ounoil. Act XI of 1849 and Act XXI of 1859, the tnmer dealing exolusively with 
the town of (aloutta and the latter applying to the Mofussil, with the exception of some 
> Motions which ore in force alike in ( aloutta and the other territories under the Lientenant- 
Qovernor of Bengal To these enactments must bo added Bengal Act II of 1876, which 
made some material alterations in Act XI of 1849 and Act XXI of 1836, and also two short 
Acts of the Bengal Council, Act III of 187.1 and Act I of 1874, oontaimug some minor 
opiendments of the same Acts 

The object of the present Bill is to consolidate the five aboveraontionoJ Acts into one 
enactment, and thus to leproduoe tu a moie tonToniont and oocossible form the law as it now 
stands 

The Bill as now introduced differs m some lespeots from that whiohwas passed by the 
Council last year, but which failed to obtain the assent of the Ooviinor-Genoral The 
provisions which barred suits for tipjding debts in ( aloutta, the Suburbs, and llowiah have 
been omitted The sections rogulating the farming of duties leviable on the retail sale of 
liquors and drugs have also been struck out, as dealing nith matters which will be more 
conveniently provided for by rules ol the local Government Wheie liquors and drugs are 
Buspeoted to he oonoealed in a Calcutta zenana, the oITk or chargeii with thopxeoution of a 
warrant will follow the rules contained in the I’lesKloncy Magistrates’ Act lor the seiruro of 
property so oonoealed The provisions of section 185 of the Presulonoy Magistrates’ Act hove 
been made applicable to tho recovery of fines in Calcutta The Bill has boon also somewhat 
condensed and its arrangement simplified

From a report recently aubmitted by a District J iidge, it appsars that, in the time of 
Lis prcdccetsois, the record-room attaLhcd to this Court has been allowed to fall into a state 
of great coufiAion No register of the contents of the rci-ord-roum had been prepared, no 
system lu arranging the records hod beta followed The provisions of Circular Order No 7 
dated 4th M ireh 1874, requiiiiig lists of the records scut m by the Lower Courts to be pre¬ 
pared on printed forms of a uiiifuro) size and bound into vuluints, had been overlooked '1 he 
papers, the iieriodical dcsti uction of which was pnscribcd by Circular Order No i6, dated 
i6th November 1863, and previous Circular Uidtrsol the buddei Court, liad not been touch¬ 
ed, though year after year the annual reports contained i ci t fitatts to the effect that the 
rules had been toiuplied with The rciurd ketper and Ins deputy had bceu permitted to 
delegate their duties to copyists, a ho were allowi d unrestmted access to the record-room, 
aud permitted to do their copying woik thcic, uwny from the cuntiol of the Senshtadar 
Irregularities, such as might have bceu eipccted in regard to the granting of copies, are said 
to have resulted 




2 To lemcdy the irregularities noted above as soon is they were discovered, advantage 
was taken by tne Judge of the Dusstrah vacation to eiuploy all the cluiks ut the Couit, who 
had not taken leave, in making a list of the contents of the racks, and examining, as far as 
possible, thu contents of the bundles A complete index to the papers, which are now being 
arranged, is in process of preparation, and something like order is gradually being intro¬
